An embargo was clamped last night on most shipments 
of bituminous coal from four eastern mining districts, and 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach extended for 24 hours the 
deadline for answering his proposed settlement of the spread- 
ing refinery strikes. 


The growing soft coal strike, 
which has cut production in half, 
prompted the Solid Fuels Admin- 
istrationeto prohibit producers in 
the four districts from shipping to 
retail dealers and various other 
consumers “to safeguard public 
health and welfare.” 

In postponing his decision, the 
labor secretary gave the CIO oil 
workers and 11 companies until 4 
p. m. today to reply to his back-to- 
work proposal.

Downs Repeal 
Of 3 Pct. Tax 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(#)— 
The House Ways and Means Cém- 
mittee voted today to remove 12,- 
000,000 persons from income tax- 
ation in 1946, but refused to re- 


| peal completely the 3 per cent nor- 


mal tax on individuals. 

Instead of outright repeal of the 
normal tax, as recommended by 
ithe administration, the committee 
decided to retain it with a set of 
‘exemptions reducing the burden 
for virtually all taxpayers. 

The committee voted down two 
substitutes to the administration 
program offered by Rep. Knutson, 
Republican, Minnesota. One, in- 
stead of outright repeal, would 
have reduced the normal tax to 
2 per cent instead of 3 per cent. 
The other proposed to put the nor- 
mal tax at 1 per cent. The normal 
tax is collected on all personal net 
income over $500 regardless of the 
numbér of taxpayers’ dependents. 

Its repeal is the top point in the 
program submitted by Treasury 
Secretary Vinson, for a peacetime 
1946 overall tax cut of $5,000,000,- 
000, including repeal of the 95 per 
cent excess profits tax. 

Rep. Carlson, Republican, Kan- 
sas, was ready with a motion 
that instead of repealing the nor- 
mal tax would simply add surtax 
exemptions to the normal levy. 
Under the surtax exemptions each 
taxpayer gets a $500 exemption 
for himself and each dependent. 

If the Carlson proposal carries, 
the Republicans then are expected 
to offer a proposal for an “across 
the board” reduction of individual 
taxes of 10, 15 or 20 per cent. ~

$23,000,000 State Highway 
Fund Created Under Bill 


Congress yesterday voted an immediate start on a three-billion- 
dollar federal-state highway. construction program that is designated 
to turn loose a $23,000,000 annual road building program in Georgia. 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. 
said the state should have enough 
funds to match the first year’s 


operations when congress passes 
an appropriation bill for the fed- 
eral government's part. 

Financed on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis between the state and fed- 
eral governments, the road build- 
ing program will call for $11,500,- 
000 in state funds annually over a 
three-year period. 


While the state auditor said the 
state’s financial structure had been 
geared to building up a highway 
fund for this new program, Gov. 
Arnall was pessimistic yesterday. 
He feared the labor trouble in the 
gasoline industry would reduce 
Georgia’s revenue from gas. He 
reiterated the belief that a major 
highway building program, as well 
as institutional building program 
recently recommended by a legis-

Fear is the greatest of inventors. 

In view of that we will have a great deal 
of false rumors, fears, ha..d-wringing and 
viewing-with-alarm because of the failure 
of the council of foreign ministers to 
achieve unity of agreement on the many 
great problems before them. 


Actually, there is no genuine reason to 
view these developments wjth alarm. 
With regret, yes, but not with dismay or 
a feeling all is lost. 


This meeting was the first to begin the 
actual fashioning of the peace. Meeting 
were the ministers of the United States, 
Britain, Russia, France and China. 


From the beginning there was more or 


less agreement between the United States, 
Britain and France. Russia wanted ar 
extension of her regional influence. 
Whether that caused the three powers to 
agree more readily, or whether Russia 
wanted to reach out because they did 
agree, is not yet revealed. 


Russia was plainly suspicious. Here 


were her reasons: 


Peace was made with Italy and the 
western powers began discussion of the 
Italian colonies, dismissing a Russian 
¢laim for reparations. 


France demanded separation of the 
Rhineland from Germany. 


There was an insistence on the part of 
the United States and the two western 


powers that they be given a hand in de- 
termining what sort of governments should 
be formed in Romahia, Bulgaria and 
Hungary. 


Plans for returning the Dodecanese 
islands to Greece, and internationaliza- 
tion of the waterways of Europe also were 
advocated by the western powers. 


This seemed to the Russians to be the 
basis for the suspicion a strong western 
bloc was being formed. They said as much. 


China sat patiently by, interested only 
in her large stake in Asia. 


Russia countered with a demand for a 
larger control in Europe, northern Africa 
and the Mediterranean colonies. This, said 
observers, was to counteract the United 
States control in the Pacific, where we 
will take over Japanese islands. 


These suggestions were merely the 
spadework. It tooks years to win the war. 
All of us knew it would take a long time 
to win the peace. It would not be fair 
to blame any one nation for the failure 
to make much progress. The deputies will 
remain. behind when the ministers depart. 
These problems are the great, unwieldy 
problems which have caused wars in the 
past. To insist they should be found pli- 
able at the first meeting was asking too 
much. : 


There are great difficulties. 


But they are not insoluble.

Patton Belongs 
To War--Not Peace 


Gen. George Patton is a magnificent soldier 
with great theatrical qualities. ae 
His men had many sayings about him, two 


being heard often: 
“We'll let him win the war and then, if there are any of us left 
alive, we will lynch the old boy.” 
“Yeah, old Blood and Guts, OUR blood and OUR guts.” 


All, or nearly all, respected him for a daring soldier, a near- 
genius in the conception of tank strategy and the execution of the 
necessary tactics. 


Early after the break-through his tanks were in the outskirts 
of Metz when the gasoline supply broke down. It was nobody's 
fault. He just went faster and ate up gas at a more rapid rate 
than the hastily-formed supply could bring it up. The Germans 
were able to get back into Metz with reinforcements when Patton 
withdrew. Had he not had to withdraw the German capitulation 
would have come earlier. : 


They knew him to be fearless, a great believer in attack, but 
they shook their heads and said, when the GIs got together, that 
he got too many men killed. 


They rather gloried in serving with “Patton’s Butchers,” as the 
Germans knew them. But they shook their heads just the same. 
Once Patton sent you into the line, you rarely came out until the 
fight was won or they carried you out. 

Put him down as a great soldier—but an administrator who 
should never have been put in a job which required tact and an 
“ros agama of international politics and domestic politics at 

ome, 

He found the old Nazi gang efficient, and God knows they were. 
So he used them in top places in his administration while the 
Germans who had lived in prison and underground and opposed 
the Nazis got nothing. It was a bad situation, but to Patton, used 
to efficient junior officers (he would have no other kind), it 
was a natural thing to do... keep the Nazis in positions of trust 
and power. ft 

Then, when they asked him, he said the Nazi business was 
just like the Republican and Democratic party business back home. 
It was something more than that, but to Patton, the soldier, it 
seemed little more. 

It will be too bad if a fight flares up about it. 

He is a great attacking soldier, who doesn’t count lost men as 
anything but part of war. He thinks fewer die in the long run if 
you use them up in hammer attacks. The Germans really feared 
him and his tanks. 

But he is a poor administrator. 


A lot of good soldiers are. 

Affection I know Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, who had the un- 
pleasant task of relieving him of his occupational 

command and giving him an unimportant post, disliked that task. 

He had a real affection for Gen. Patton. I know because I 
heard him so express himself. He said the general had a good 
heart, was impulsive, but cooled off quickly. The way to handle 
“Georgie” was to let nim cool off. He told how, during the break- 
through, Gen. Patton stormed in and wanted to fire, immediately, 
and send back home, some 76 junior officers who hadn't done a 
good job. He wanted their scalps. But, when Gen. Eisenhower 
asked for their names he didn’t have them. But he swore by 
all the gods he would send them. Two weeks later Gen. Eisen- 
hower met Gen. Patton. “What about those names?” he asked. 

“What names?’ asked Gen. Patton. 

“Of those lieutenants?” 

“Oh, forget it—no, let me give you three.

The Canvas Canoes 
Always Capsized 


When a lad about a dozen years of age, my 
home faced open country, an undeveloped area 
+ Which became a grand playground for all the 


‘children of the neighborhood. 


First there was this open field, I guess 15 or 20 acres in ex- 
tent. Beyond that the sand dunes began, background for the wide, 
level sand that stretched for miles aiong that coast. 

There were areas, back of those sand dunes, which were almost 
always covered by dark, brackish water, rarely more than a foot 
deep. There we caught little gréen frogs and lizards, to be kept, 
as long as we could, in boxes in our back yards. Just another 
variety of living pets to join the list of chickens and rabbits and 
pigeons and guinea pigs and so on that I recall. 

In a house on the street behind ours—our rear gardens were 
separated only by a wooden fence—there lived an old man who, 
retired from whatever his trade or profession had been, found 


amusement through the work bench and tools he had installed in 


his basement. 

We kids would spend hours in that basement, watching him 
use saw and chisel and turning lathe te make some article or other, 
and to listen to his tales, tall tales of adventure by lard and sea. 
I am only sure, now, of one feature of most of those tales. They 
were fiction. No one lifetime could have contained a fraction of 
the experiences he claimed as his own. 

Anyway, they were good stories, made the more fascinating by 


the persona] angle. 

Somehow, perhaps by some anecdote 
Canoes, and P addles or from reading some adventure story, 
the old man and his retinue of kids—including me—got the idea 
of building a canvas canoe. He read books of instructions, gath- 
ered together the material, the wood for the keel and ribs and 
framework, the canvas to cover it all, the oil and the pitch to 
do the waterproofing. 

_ And, with much excitement, we laid down the keel. Slowly the 
framework of that canoe grew under uur eager hands and excited 
eyes. We were doing right well, until one of us made a shocking 
discovery. 

As we were building it, the finished cange would be tog large 
to pass through the door out of the basement! 

So, still determined, we tore down all we had done and began 
the job all over, on a scaled-down model. 

We finished it. I don’t recall exactly how we made the water- 
proofing dope, but we soaked the canvas in oil and painted it with 
something on the order of shellac. It looked that way, when 
finished, at least. 

Next, for the paddle. 

What we devised was a double-bladed affair. We shaped it and 
sandpapered it and polished it until it was smooth as glass. 


So, one bright summer afternoon the gang 
Into the Swamp all started, across the open land, to the sand 
dunes and the swamp waters. It Was an exciting moment. 

We had built that canoe on the order of those Eskimo kyaks 
you have seen pictur Canvas covered on top, as well as sides, 
with just an open space large enough for the one-man crew to sit 
and wield his paddle. 

Carefully we launched our creation on the black water, in a 
quiet little valley between parallel ‘ridges of the sand hits. 

We arg@ed at length as to who should have the honor of first 
voyage. 

A boy some years older and some pounds heavier than 1 won 
the argument. Two of us held the canoe, bow and stern, while 
he lowered himself into the seat, sat steadily and held his paddle 
ready. Then, ever so carefully, we pushed the canoe away from 
the bank. 

Promptly, it turned over, 
dirty water! 

We fished him out. | 

And discussed the cause of the capsizing. :Decided, at last, he 
was not only too heavy, but hadn't sat squarely amidships. 

So then I tried. _The same careful preparation. The same 
result.

As I recall, every boy in the gang was tipped into that water 
before we gave up in despair and returned to our homes. 

When they saw their offspring soaked in that black, oo0zy water, 
all our mothers were properly irate. There were varying degrees 
of punishment administered that night, when our dads came home. 

We tried again. Made other canoes. But even the best was apt 
to tip over at any moment. Somehow, we were not very suc- 
cessful as canoe constructors.

Discusses Future of the Ruhr 


The French have been pressing the foreign ministers’ confer 
ence for a settlement of the. Rhine-Ruhr question. Their proposal 
is to detach it from the Reich and award it to France. 


There has been American support for “internationalizing” the 
Rhine-Ruhr territory. It was a plank in the Republican platform 
in the last elections and must have the support of John Foster 
Dulles, who is one of the advisers of Mr, Byrnes. But what does 
“internationalization” mean?” a 


If the Ruhr-Rhine problem is broken down into its components, 
two leading facts are important. 

The territory is unquestionably German, in that it has for 
centuries belonged to Germany and is populated by Germans. But 
it is also the heart-center of European coal and industry. It is, 
for inistance, so important to Holland that the Dutch would prob- 
ably oppose awarding it to France. All Europe west of the Oder 
is, to greater or less degree, dependent upon it. It would certainly 
be more rational to award it France and help it flourish outside 
the Reich than deindustralize it, which would mean crippling the 
chief source of European industrial energy. 


But what would then ehappen to the *German inhabitants? 
Would France follow the lead of the eastern European states and 
demand the transplantation of the dense German population of this 
area into an already diminished Reich, which, if the eastern frontiers 
as now drawn are accepted by the peace conference, will be de 
prived of a quarter of its arable land? 


Eighty million Germans cannot be compressed into so small an 
uneconomic area without creating a cancer in the heart of Eu- 
rope. A Biblical truth happens to be so. -We are “all members 
one of another,” and this is supremely true of the European 
economies. 7 

It is also doubtful whether either France or Poland can satis- 
factorily resettle the lands they claim from Germany, with th 
population removed. France is not over, but under-populated, as i 
is. Yet, if she forcibly includes Germans in large numbers, she 
is looking for future trouble. 7 

From the long view in which alone peace should be made, the 
acquisition by the French nation of this territory seems, therefore, 
unwise. 


On the other hand, the great Rhine-Ruhr mo- 
To Germany? nopolies and cartels should not resume their 
former powerful role, nor should this complex be the servant'of a 
German state. We did not defeat Germany in order to restore her— 
or anyone else—as the military-economic master of Europe. 

There is, however, a solution which might open the way to a 
more rational life for Europe altogether. That is something that I 
know was in President Roosevelt's mind, from an extended con- 
versation that I had with him a year or so ago. 

Being loyal. to historic and ethnographic principles, leave the 
German population where it is. The forcible uprooting and mass 
transfer of human beings is a crime against humanity, which out- 
raged our consciences when the Nazis committed it. If we con- 
done it we shall eventually see bitter American—and British— 
revulsions, even, or even perhaps especially, among American 
soldiers. 

Yet, the Rhine-Ruhr can reasonably be internationalized, in 
that it can be Europeanized, as an economic complex. It should 
be, because it is, actually, essential to all Europe. Russia and China 
have no economic interest in it; néither do we; but all Europe west 
of the Oder does. (The east needs the Silesian.industries and coal.) 

The Rhine-Ruhr mines and industries could be Europeanized by 
transferring ownership to a European consortium set up on co- 
operative principles, awarding to each European state a share com- 
mensurate with its purchases from this ar@a. Fifty-one per cent of 
ownership, at least, should go to the European states, not private 
persons, and it should be administered and controlled as a Euro- 
pean public property. This would both Europeanize, and to what- 
ever extent European opinion demands, socialize the Rhine-Ruhr. 
It would remain in Germany, but be owned and controlled by and 
for Europe as a whole—and through it they would also control 
Germany. 

There should be no restraints on the movement of workers in 
and out of the area. They should be employed according to de- 
mand, skill and efficiency, not according to nationality. 

The Europeanizing of the industrial heart of Germany and 
Europe might begin the Europeanizing of Europe. Unless that 
happens, western Europe is finished. Within a generation or two 
it will become the booty of one or another of the great powers, 
with or without war. 

Moving a European frontier here or there will not solve the 
European problem. Unless it is solved, this war will not have been 
won—and our hopes for a reasonable, realistic peace and world 
ecopomic revival will be frustrated.

German Collapse 
Threatens—Monty 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—(4)—Field 
Marshal Montgomery said today 
that “unless coal production can 
be maintained and increased, noth- 
ing can stop the economic col- 
lapse of western Germany and a 
famine which would cost the Ger- 
mans many lives.” 

He told the Newspaper Society 
further that “no one. need be un- 
der the impression that the Ger- 
man people are getting off 
lightly.”

To Normalize 
Size of Chest

So many girls write to ask if,

that they are no more developed 
than a child of twelve and that it 
is most embarrassing. 

Of course it is. And while there 
is no patent medicine or cream 
that will help one whit in de- 
veloping this part of the figure, a 
good medical man may be able to 
solve the trouble. The breasts are 
glands, and the cause of the under- 
development may be an estrogen 
lack. 

You may normally have a small 
bust, the size depends on gran¢du- 
lar functioning, but it is not norm- 
al to be absolutely flat-chested. 
Put yourself in the hands of a 
good doctor. If you do not have 
a family doctor, ask your county 
medical association to recommend 
an endocrinologist. 


If you are underweight, improve 
your eating habits. Just’ as the 
overly large bust is usually due 
to excess fatty deposits caused by 
overeating and overweight, so ex- 
treme - underweight effects this 
measurement. Lowered vitality, 
skin and muscle tone and posture 
all influence this measurement. 
The girl with an excellent posture 
who lifts her chest will appear 
quite different from the girl who 
hounds her shoulders and lets her 
chest cave in. The designers say 
it’s the hollows above the bust 
that cause clothes to slump:in and 
spoil the line.

Bans, Cotton 
Men Request

A resolution asking the federal 
government to lift price and pro- 
duction controls on cotton imme 
diately has been adopted by the 
National Board of Government of 
the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association. 

The 24-man board, representing 
cotton manufacturers in Virginia, 
North Carolina, Georgia, South 
Carolina and Alabama, said the 
resolution would be presented to 
other cotton industry organiza- 
tions, members of congress and 
government officials. 

Board Chairman Charles A. 
Cannon, of Concord, N. C., pre- 


yesterday. 

The resolution said in part: 

“Continuation of wartime bu- 
reaucratic controls after the emer- 
gency has passed can only discour- 
age production, create uncertainty, 
decrease employment and encour- 
age the entrenchment of bureauc- 
racy. It engenders fear and cre- 
ates a situation of scarcity which 
are the breeding ground for infla- 
tion and panic. 

QUOTE CENSUS BUREAU 

“Price ceiling controls, to ac- 
complish their intended purpose, 
reflect rising costs too slowly and 
then, if unsuccessful, will auto- 
matically discourage and retard 
production.” 

It said the Bureau of. Census 
“shows a decrease in cotton spin- 
dle activity from more than 1]1,- 
000,000,000 spindle hours monthly 
to less than 8,000,000,000 during 
the period of price control, 1942 
to date; a serious decrease in em- 
ployment and in available tex- 
tiles.”
